feelings the age, the personalities and issues that 
dominate the stage. From critical examination the 


historical antecedents the Reformation—the admitted 
corruption and the clamor for changes, together with 
the sincere attempts made the Church before the 
advent Luther—Father Hughes considers scientific 
detail the peculiar state aaffirs each country 
against background, religious, social and political. 
this procession historical personalities meet 
and Albert, Calvin, Loyola and Luther, Tetzel 
and Tyndale, Zwingli and Cardinal Ximenes, Cranmer 
and Cromwell, the Catherines Aragon, Genoa 
and Siena, More and Ockham, Erasmus and Henry 
and Elizabeth.

Michener, James The Bridge Andau 
Random House. Mar. 1957. 270p. $3.50. 


The spontaneous uprising the people Hungary, 
beginning with the university students and ending with 
the heavy-industry workers Csepel Island 
Danube between the southern limits Buda and Pest, 
became one the major tragedies 
when, with effective voice and material aid 
oppose it, the Russian juggernaut moved swiftly 
November 1956, behind four thousand tanks crush 
the rebellion. For week before that date and, 
swelling numbers, for more than week after that, 
over two hundred thousand refugees, men, women, 
boys and girls, babies arms, fled from terror the 
hospitable safety Austria. Mr. Michener, route 
return the United States from Rome, changed 
his course and went Austria, specifically the stra- 
tegic little footbridge across the Einser Canal near the 
Burgenland village Andau, talk these refugees, 
learn why they had fled. has consolidated his 
interviews into series composite portraits the 
various groups and hurried into book form. The 
result portrait people with courage and dignity, 
heroic defiance planned terror. One hopes pro 
foundly that this book not already too late, coming 
even these few months after the event when the fickle 
heart nations has perhaps half-willingly because half 
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ashamedly forgotten the bright hope the explosion 
flashed for time tragically brief before the fire was 
brutally quenched. Rumor and what seems little more 
than irresponsible bullyragging was quick hint that 
most these refugees were trained corps spies 
and subversives deliberately let loose infiltrate the 
fatuously unsuspecting West. Jealous wrangling over 
the conditions under which the refugees were accepted 
into the United States, sparked often unauthorized 
publicity-seekers has also complicated the desperate lot 
thousands brave and helpless people. Mr. Mich- 
ener’s book may, and hope will, bring something 
more the truth the attention those in- 
clined complacent selfish and self-righteous. 
Mr. Michener aware that was not eye-witness 
the actual revolt the infuriated rage with which 
was crushed. But has, most instances, been 
objectively careful enough check the stories told him 
insofar could. was, least, the scene 
when thousands came, for the most part empty-handed, 
wearing little more than shabby clothing and splendid 
personal honor.

Because revealing report life-under-commu- 
nism, and startlingly heroic account human cour- 
age and defiance, The Bridge Andau deserves 
best seller everywhere.

All protestations printed the dust-jacket the con- 
trary not withstanding, The Keys St. Peter not 
novel. True, does bear some faint resemblance 
that type literature since contains half-dozen 
names purporting hold the place cast 
characters. But these are not people. They are ideas 
personified. They speak but not really converse. 
Their talk declamation dialogue form. The only 
“inner experience” the record takes place the 
last seven pages and portrayed with all the artistry 
and irrationality the deus machina grammar 
school play. 

substance, the book concerns the Abbé Victor Mas, 
young French seminarian, who comes Rome 
carry his studies for the priesthood. Under the 
patronage Roman Cardinal Belloro, receives in- 
struction the meaning the Roman Church. “We 
shall make good Roman priest Such 
the affectionate greeting with which received 
the Cardinal. During the course these “instruc- 
tions,” the Abbé reveals himself exceedingly 
naive, disingenuous, and, general, nincompoop. 
has not idea his vacuous head. cannot 
have but one since himself represents idea, that 
open-eyed, virginal innocence come 
with the awe-inspiring, complicated machinery the 
Church. the book progresses, attends the Gre- 
gorian University, receives Minor Orders, seduced 
another virgin, Paola, who, incidentally, exhibits traces 
the know-how fairly expert Parisian prostitute. 
(Believe not, the Abbé’s seduction the only 
“human” thing the book.) Gradually, the Abbé 
becomes disenchanted with the Roman Church. 
comes believe that his only salvation lies marrying 
Paola. However, the last moment, regains his 
vocation and his faith when the old Cardinal dies and 
found wearing hair shirt. 

The Keys St. Peter really tract disguise. 
the forty-one chapters the book, fourteen are wholly 
partially taken speeches delivered the Abbé 
His Eminence, the Cardinal. Five more chapters 
are absorbed the lectures the Cardinal’s chaplain 
the same hapless innocent, while five six more 
chapters comprehend the complaints 
various ecclesiastics that cross his path. This the 
most lectured Abbé the world. 


The Cardinal combines all the qualities the fictional 
type, worldly, Renaissance Italian prelate complete with 
shots Gallic anti-clerical vaccine. His irony 
trenchant, his wit razor sharp, his cynicism worthy 
super-sophisticated salon for the effete. makes 
hay the sunny profusion spurious relics: “The 
march enlightenment beginning felt; St. John 
the Baptist has sixty fingers, but formerly had more 
than coral reef; St. Giulia has forty heads but once 
had more than the hydra Lerna; St. Agatha has five 
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breasts, but used have almost many Diana 
Ephesus.” Cardinal Spellman emerges from these in- 
structions and reflections business pirate, his assist- 
ance building seminaries the provision ad- 
ministration office space for governments tomorrow. 
The Marian year was inaugurated “to drum busi- 
The Holy Father fear haunted, under the 
thumb Sister Pasqualina, because 
favors children and humble folk—a quality which has 
brought distress several purpled Cardinals who near- 
got themselves stoned their little catechumens. 
The whole book represents endeavor distort and 
slant one aspect incomplete picture wit alone. 


times the spirit fun falls down. stumbles 
stone and the ugly vermin malice come light 
out from the muck where they spawn. The double- 
entendre becomes blasphemous when the Abbé receives 
relic St. Satyricus from Paola’s uncle just about 
the time getting “know” her. There mock 
session the Supreme Sacred Congregation the 
Holy Office the relic and the devotion the Holy 
Prepruce that has double meaning about all. 
The writings St. Theresa and St. John the Cross 
become “erotic divagations” and always, always, there 
appears much play the absurdity ritual and the 
venality the marriage court. 

Scandals are aired but never sacrifice; superstitions 
haloed, never love. The art treasures St. Peter’s are 
highlighted homosexual monsignor mincing off 
pursuit American sailor. The topic that pre- 
occupied the author his book “Particular friend- 
ships” receives great emphasis the revelations made 
homosexual Jesuit the Abbé Mas. The 
visit the relic the Holy Prepruce studded with 
lustful talk boys. Nor does the Vatican escape un- 
scatched from innuendo. 

The Cardinal’s chaplain glories relics, Agnus Deis, 
and the mathematical pursuit astronomical indul- 
gences. liturgist who painstakingly analyzes 
the symbol the sleeves surplice. Together with 
the Cardinal’s disillusioned secretary (he hopes un- 
ceasingly for benefice) and his cynical valet 
chambre, the chaplain serves 
genuflections, signs the cross, chaplets, scapulars, 
general absolutions, stational and plenary indulgences 
that removes them completely from the realm reality. 


takes particular critical intelligence perceive 
the attack ridicule that underlies every page the 
book. The characters are more than bits ideas 
from the author’s mind. The eye-winking, elbow- 
nudging aspect its satire will better understood 
European. the impartial American will 
mostly dull. Five six years ago, The Keys St. 
Peter might have added admirable supplement 
the brief flurry caused Paul Blanshard’s unscholarly 
prejudices.

the kind man was. 
his duties foreign correspondent and writer, Farson 
has had exceptionally wide experience with men, 
places, books. loves mostly the two latter. 
love Norway, where the water from the glaciers pours off 
the plateaux foaming falls amid the soft airs farming 
valleys, where the rivers are white with rapids and then blue, 
green, peacock-colored, they swing beneath the snows 
around grey-bouldered points shining the sun.” 
Descriptions like this abound, including lovely appre- 
ciations Maryland’s Eastern Shore used be, 
and tidewater Virginia. Farson once won im- 
portant interview with Jan Smuts, late premier South 
Africa, because was able describe the old man 
the (leaping) the springbok sunrise. 


Farson experienced much phariseeism, especially 
from men high places, that instinctively distrusts 
anyone who claims know what good for others. 
Preachers any sort are anathema him. Even 
bert Schweitzer is, his opinion, “paternalistics.” 
that when Mr. Farson had himself mental breakdown 
complicated alcoholism, the best could was 
learn know and rely himself. Considering the 
circumstances, gives clear account his treatment 
under Dr. Bumke, the Nazi psychologist 
Russians flew Moscow help Lenin. Although Mr. 
Farson had subsequent lapses, was able learn and 
profit good deal from his long stay Africa. 


This the best part his book. His opinions 
Russia and South America seem dated. Not with 
Africa. the explosive situations which exist there 
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has many valuable things say, first among them 
being that, convince anyone (and especially the 
natives) your good will ,you must first love them. 


Farson what one might call intensely visceral 
man”; such often expresses his opinions way 
that makes one wince. knows too much about style 
let that happen habitually, that adult readers 
looking for guided world tour may profit from this 
well-written, though not well-ordered book.

Rinehart. Mar. 7,1957. 280p. $4.50. 


the past few decades the American woman has been 
submitted some very heavy criticism and soul-search- 
ing psychologists, novelists, dramatists and anthro- 
pologists, American and European Males, well 
herself. Philip Wylie railed against her 
Generation Vipers and labeled her Mom, not term 
endearment his eyes, but rather one enslave- 
ment. During the Second World War Wylie’s castiga- 
tion Momism received scientific backing from Dr. 
Edward Strecker, the psychiatrist, who, his book 
Their Mothers’ Sons concluded that the mental break- 
downs and disorders many soldiers the War 
were directly attributable the indulgence over- 
protection the American Mother. Now Eric John 
Dingwall, British sexual anthropologist, enters the 
fray with massively documented historical study 
The American Woman, which traces her progress, (if 
can called that), from Puritan days the present 
time. 


The thesis Dingwall’s book that the American 
Woman domineering, neurotic and frustrated be- 
cause she suffering from sexual neurosis. The basis 
for this neurosis tracks down the stern Puritan, 
Calvinist, teachings sex and Mammon. When 
Puritanism broke down the end the seventeenth 
century, sense guilt concerning these beliefs per- 
sisted and became part the American way life. 
“The spirit had vanished but the letter remained. The 
early ideals were still taught and repeated parrot 
fashion, but they had lost their substance.” The 
woman, mother and teacher, inculcated them the 
children. While men tended business she assumed 
the moral leadership society and ultimately became 
the Matriarch she today. 

Dr. Dingwall sees great evidences immaturity, even 
infantilism, twentieth century America, and this too 
attributes the dominant position women 
American society. His analysis the modern influ- 
ences that make her long and thorough. Movies, 
and now television get the trouncing they deserve. 
Certainly they, (particularly Hollywood), have given 
young women false notions romantic love and high 
living that they never seem relinquish. Frustration 
with reality the inevitable result, with all its attend- 
ant mischiefs. 

Although many will disagree with the Freudian basis 
Dr. Dingwall’s argument, the book remains ad- 
mirable diagnosis the American Woman’s peculiar 
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disease. all done objective, scholarly spirit, 
with none Philip Wylie’s ranting diatribes. Any 
American woman reading might well agree with the 
author, although, course not talking about her 
but that feline down the street.

biologists who uphold them and cites competent evi- 
dence which the interpretation could favor his specu- 
lative position. feels strongly that animals possess 
intelligence, emotion and consciousness which probably 
were factors the evolutionary 
“higher” forms life from “lower.” believes that 
evolution circumstantially certain, that natural selec- 
tion has been important factor that evolution but 
also that living creatures were from the beginning en- 
dowed with some power intervene the evolu- 
tionary process; that was not exclusively external 
force which moved them upward toward greater com- 
plexity; that their own dim minds, dim wills, and dim 
preferences helped them along the way. even 
speculates, the basis modern concepts matter- 
energy relations, that life and consciousness and emo- 
tion and intelligence may non-material properties 
matter. Many these ideas are not new biologists 
but most biologists are wary uncontrolled specula- 
tion these directions. Mr. Krutch’s speculations are 
multifariously documented with items 
history closely reasoned interpretation which is, 
times, overly crlitical “professional” biologists whom 
demolishes like strawmen set expressly for that 
purpose. attempt discussion here the ideas and 
speculations presented far beyond the scope 
book review; would demand series volumes, each 
much larger than the original One would 
not question, however, the sincerity Mr. Krutch’s 
speculations; one would merely caution that great 
deal thought and investigation should given be- 
fore their adoption. Though written attractively 
persuasive style, one questions whether Mr. Krutch’s 
book would appeal the average adult reader; serious 
assay his speculations seems require too great 
knowledge biology.

From that momenr until his death January, 1833, 
Tarleton lived, constantly, the white glare 
and army officer—but gentleman. his own 
words “butchered more men and ruined more 
women than anyone else England.” 


Mrs. Mary Robinson began her career 
(quite accident) under the management David 
Garrick. Although possessed unusual talent, she 
had other assets and quickly advanced the theatre 
bestowing her favors Richard Sheridan. She soon 
“took over” both Drury Lane and London society 
the simple expedient becoming the 
George, Prince Wales. When tired her some 
months later, Mrs. Robinsen received large settle- 
ment from the Prince threatening 
letters. This type friendly persuasion secured her 
place London society for many years. Wealthy, 
popular, and available, she was ready for the hero 
the moment, Tarleton. characteristic the man 
that began the affair with her order win bet.
